CAIRO (Reuters) — Both the Egyptian interim 
president, Anwar Kl Sadat, 53, and former premier 
Aly Sabry, 50, were reported today to have suf¬ 
fered heart attacks during President Nasser's funeral 
but were, in satisfactory condition. 

Cairo's authoritative Al Ah ram newspaper says 
the attacks were brought on by exhaustion and the 
emotion of the last few days.

An estimated four million 
mourners swarmed around the 
gun carriage bearing Nasser's 
coffin behind six «»black 
Arabian steeds on the six-mile 
procesaion. They were saying 
farewell to a modern pharoah 
who was their president of 14 
years and the most powerful 
leader of the Arab world at 
his death. 

Nasser's body was lifted by 
helicopter from the Kubbeh 
Reimblican Palace to the 
revolutionary command head-

Babaekoff is tlie last of the Sons of 
Freedom terrorists to be released from 
Agassiz Mountain. He served 12 years an 
charges of unlawfully placlng,explo«lvcs. 

The Sons of Freedom, a radical offshoot of 
tlie orthodox Doukhobar seet, had plagued Hi* 
West Kootenay district for years with 1 nimbi, 
arson and nude demonstrations from their 
stronghold al Krestova.

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More Trouble for Benson 


'T’HE FINDINGS of the Senate banking commit- 
■l tee that the proposals for tax reform con¬ 
tained in the 1969 White Paper are basically 
unacceptable, may not have committed for burial 
this controversial document, but they have 
certainly made it more difficult for Finance 
Minister Benson to press home his proposals, 
even in modified form. 

The Senate committee, with Its preponderance 
of Liberals, found that the general principle thal 
tax reform should be presented in a single deal was 
not sound, and If it did not work it would be 
disastrous to the economy of the country. 

Its suggestion that reform should be tackled 
over a longer term to enable taxpayers to adjust to 
altered circumstances has much to commend it. 
What Mr. Benson’s paper outlined was indeed a 
financial revolution with side effects which could 
not be accurately assessed. 

In particular the Senate committee opposed 
proposals such as the removal of tax preference to 
.small companies, new penalties on exploration 
companies and other items that might inhibit the 
economic growth and could be "disastrous to the 
economy of the country.” 

On other matters such as further relief to low 
!ncome taxpayers and the principle of a capital 
gains tax, the committee was not in disagreement. 

. although so far as capital gains tax was concerned 
it considered the proposals too drastic and far- 
reaching. It suggested moderation and a gradual 
' approach to this type of tax. 


The government is in no way bound to accept 
what the Senate committee «ays, and already an 
NDP voice, that of Max Saltsman, MP for 
Waterloo? has decried the senator's ability to make 
a representative comment on the tax system. His 
view is that the senators are biased in favor of big 
business and he wants to be provided with a JJst of 
the directorships held by the members ofl the 
committee. \ 

The question is, however, whet hen the Senate 
committee, whatever its leanings, is any less 
competent to judge what is good for the country 
than the bureaucrats of the Tax department who 
draw up the White Paper for the finance minister. 
We would doubt iL 

However, the findings of the Senate com¬ 
mittee will in the end be put in the scale along with 
the forthcoming report by the House finance 
committee which not so long ago completed its 
cross-country hearings in Victoria. 

But even if the House committee presents a 
more middle of the road approach, the situation 
confronting Prime Minister Trudeau and his 
government is becoming increasingly difficult. If 
the prime minister is sincere in his advocacy of 
communication and dialogue with the people ihen 
he has already found such a strong voice of dissent 
on the various aspects, and the abruptness, of the 
White Paper that he can hardly accept Mr. 
Benson's proposals without considerably greater 
amendment than the finance minister has so far 
indicated he is willing to see. 


Disguise for a Blunder 


T HE BRASH, NEW MINISTER of national de¬ 
fence, 38-year-o!d Donald Macdonald, has 
promised to find useful roles for the $215 million 
order of CF-5 ground support aircraft currently 
being “stored" as fast as they come off the 
assembly lines. 

It is typical of the administrations since Paul 
Hellyer was minister of defence that the nation’s 
policy planners order weapons and then hunt up a 
use for them. Their direction is still being 
-determined by what sort of equipment they 
■ possess. 

This is a very different approach than, that 
•promised by the prime minister, whose anti 
military proclivities are now too well known to 
"need repetition. It will be remembered that the 
defence posture was to be established only after 
the foreign policy was set, he said. But Mr. 
Macdonald is setting about deployment of a fleet of 
CF-5s without foreign policy decisions to guide 
him. Or, if they have been taken, they are still 
being kept from public view. He must be working 
in the dark. 

Mr. Macdonald has not disclosed what possible 
roles he is examining for his superfluous CF os. 

But in the defence department it has been 
suggested they might go to northern Norway —- 
some of them, anyway — to bolster that flank of 
NATO’s forces. 

What will Mr. Trudeau say to that suggestion? 
He has already committed himself and the country 
to reduction/jf the contribution to joint security in 
Europe. Or has he had a change of heart? Or is 
-"Mr. Macdonald’s frantic search for an operational 


role for the support aircraft a politically defensive 
rather than a nationally defensive move? 

Another alternative, it seems, is the assign¬ 
ment of these short-range support warplanes to the 
Arctic to help protect the Canadian sovereignty 
there. It is not a role for which they were intended 
and it would be a reckless experiment to send them 
on such a mission. 

There is no point in deploying these redundant 
machines simply so the minister of defence can 
say: Look, they have a part to play in Canada’s 
defence after all 

The public will not be impressed by any 
assignment made in response to a threat by the 
Conservative Opposition in the Commons to ask 
unanswerable questions about the CF-5 contract. 

If the CF-5s have any useful mission it is in 
support of NATO ground forces in Middle Europe. 
That is their function, and they demonstrated their 
effectiveness in such a role in battle In Southeast 
Asia. But such a sensible assignment might be as 
embarrassing for the government as their 
continuing ‘‘surplus’’ role. It would be against the 
principles of Mr. Trudeau and a reversal of his 
stubborn attachment to withdrawal from inter¬ 
national responsibility on the feeble pretext that 
“Canadian sovereignty’’ must have priority. 

If Mr. Macdonald can make another defence 
policy blunder look like a piece of planned 
strategy, and successful at that, he will have 
earned his wizard's hat. 

The odds however, are not in his favor. 

He will wear the CF-5 affair like an albatross 
around his neck, like it or not, until his leader sees 
reason.

A big 
hidden weight prize and smaller fishing prizes would have been 
more acceptable conservation-wise. 

The timing of the dekby is wrong, coming at a timd when 
fish are crowding around thd^river mouths ready to enler and 
■pawn. If held at all at this time it should be a coho derby. 

The derby waters are now crowded with under-sized grilse 
which are forming the big part of creel takes these days. That 
means that with great numbers of inexperienced anglers taking 
to the water this weekend more under-sized grilse than ever 
will he taken, and carelessly returned to the water to die. 

Remember the legal size is 12 inches, wet your hands 
before touching them, handle them carefully,, and check your 
lines frequently so you don't drown them. t 

How can we ask for an easing on the commercial fishing, 
especially the number of net boats, when we in effect make 
commercial fishermen out of sports fishermen by offering 
extravagant prizes? Derbies should be fun.

In my opinion, it 
is much better to root slips from them, 
then ptfll up the old plants and give 
them the old heave-ho. Grow the slips 
through the winter to make new plants 
for setting out next spring. Such 
vigorous youngsters are far superior to 
over-wintered elderly plants which are 
aloisjst always lanky and tall and 
lacking in oomph. ' 

The best slips-are branch tips four to 
six inches long, but if you don't have 
enough of these, you can use lengths of 
stem taken from any pan of the plant. 
Make your cuts cleanly Just below a 
leaf or a leaf joint and strip off all the 
leaves except the top ones. 


Quite a few of the letters coming 
across my desk these days are from 
lolks who want to know how to keep 
their geranium plants safety through the 
winter. 

Geraniums are enjoying quite a 
wave of popularity these days, mostly 
for outdoor bedding and for planters, 
window boxes, hanging baskets and 
ornamental urns, probably because this 
is one of the very few plants that keep 
on blooming all summer long. Such non¬ 
stop performance is unique among" 
perennial flowers. 

If the bedding geranium has any 
fault at all. it Is its high cost. While 
petunias and snapdragons and similar 
bedding palms ran be purchased for 3c 
or KOc per dozen, good husky geraniums 
of blooming age cost around II each. 

At such a price we can't afford to 
discard them in ihe fall and buy new 
ones in the spring, as we do with the 
petunias. It is necessary to grl more 
mileage out of oyr plants, and Hie 
problem is to find a wayHo bring them 
safely through the winter so they can he 
used again next year. 

1 am often asked if it it possible In 
dig up geraniums and hang them upside 
down by the roots in the basement over 
the winter This simple technique 
worked well in earlier days when 
basements weie dirt-floor cellars where 


method does not take up a great deal of 

room. 

Keep tile rooting mixture only just 
barely moist, never soggy wiet, for 
geranium slips turn black and rot under 
wet .conditions, and overwalering is 
probably the most common cause of 
losses. 

Your pots of slips can live in a good 
light but out of direct" sunshine until 
well rooted, as indicated by new growth 
at the tip. ihen pot them up individually 
in sandy loam aoil and grow them in a 
sunny window of a coolith room, with 
the soil maintained always just a little 
on the dry side. 

This .combination of bright sunshine, 
cool air and dryish soil produces a 
compact, short-jointed, sturdy little 
plant vastly superior -for bedding than 
the tall, lush specimens pampered in 
warmth. 

1 must make it very clear that 
unrooted geranium slips cannot be 
stored through the winter. They must 
lie rooted and kept growing, even 
though the gorwth can be slowed dnwn 
to a snail’s pace. It is possible, through 
various techniques, to store parent 
plants in a semi-dormant condition 
through the winter, but it is a risky 
business and failures are common. 
Moreover, their blooming performance. 
«hen set out in the spring, is nothing 
like young, rooted slips.
